Tin cans—they’ve always been a 
nuisance because there’s been no 
public collection in Andover. When 
the war came, when we lost our 
main source of tin to those Japs, tin 
can collections were started, but 
many Andover residents were quite 
a bit put out because their cans 
having been put out, they weren’t 
collected. 


It’s all been straightened out. 
This time they’re really going to be 
collected under the salvage reor- 
ganization, and the time set is Sun- 
day afternoon. 


Beach wagons, with air raid cou- 
riers and possibly Phillips academy 
boys doing the leg work and toting, 
will go through the town to collect 
the cans. It is planned to cover 
every street in an endeavor to col- 
lect the greatest number of cans 
possible. 

But the public has to do its part, 
Last time when the cans were col- 
lected, more than.a truckload had 
to be thrown away because house- 
holders had failed to follow  in- 
structions. Cans were not washed 
out, ends not cut out, cans not flat- 
tened; some also took advantage of 
the collection to dispose of old bot- 
tles and spoiled dog food. 


This time they’ll be left on your 
lawn if you don’t do your part. 
Wash the cans out thoroughly, cut 
out both ends, flatten them out and 
pile them, and only them on your 
curbing early Sunday afternoon. If 
there is anything in the pile that 
shouldn’t be there, improperly fixed 
sans or old bottles, you'll still find 
them on the curb Sunday night. 


New Warden Class 
Meets In Blackout 


A new class of 85 attended the 
first session of an aid-raid course in 
Memorial Hall Monday night—and 
as a fitting initiation they were 
blacked out. 

The blackout test in this district 
came shortly after 8:30, and in 
general, according to Chief Warden 
Leonard F. James, the results were 
very satisfactory. However, “too 
many cars are moving around that 
have no right to move.” Only those 
cars with the official Emergency 
Vehicle sticker, illuminated, may 
move, and they must have head- 
lamps on. All wardens are told to 
stop cars without illumination. 

Mr. James also stated that the 
state guard has no right to move 
during tests, that members are to 
be called out only in an emergency. 
“Wardens,” he said, “should take 
note that according to past and 
present instruction, a blackout 
starts on either the extinguishing 
of the street lights or the sounding 
of the alarm, whichever comes 
first.”

Miss Putnam, Former 
Principal, Passes Away 


She didn’t die—really. When this 
generation has all pased on, she 
still won’t have died. She’ll live on, 
as long as Andover lives on, for 
what Andover is, she helped it 
to be, by giving to the people who 
are Andover the learning and the 
character that means the differ- 
ence between a fine town and just 
another town. 


Clara Putnam lived in Andover 
over forty years, and did more in 
those four decades than the ordi- 
nary person would do in a cen- 
tury. When at the age of 70 she 
retired a few years ago from her 
duties as principal of the Stowe 
Junior High school, she was still, 
despite her advanced years, thor- 
oughly progressive, always exam- 
ining the new in education, toss- 
ing aside the developments that 
did not seem wise, eagerly accepting 
the changes that meant advance. 
She served for a number of years 
as principal of the Bradlee school, 
and later was a member of the 
Andover school committee. She 
resumed teaching in 1915, being ap- 
pointed then principal of the Stowe 
Grammar school. Before many 
months had passed by, she had 
changed it to the Stowe Junior high 
school. In the twenties she was 
prominent in the fight for a new 
Junior High building, and again 
in the thirties she was one of the 
prime movers behind the program 
which eventually resulted in the 
erection of the present Junior 
high building, 

If a material memorial be need- 
ed to make anyone remember Clara 
Putnam, that building might well 
be it. At one time, it was officially 
named after her, by a town meeting 
vote, but PWA regulations de- 
creed that no PWA building could 
be named after a living person, a 
safeguard against own-name-loving: 
politicians but a hindrance to a 
town which really wanted to give 
honor where honor was due. 

She loved Andover; maybe most 
of all she loved West Parish. There 
she made her early home, and she 
never really left it; the Parish was 
always home to her. She was ac- 
tive in the affairs of the church, 
and she was a member of the 
Grange. 

Ill health prevented her taking 
an active part in community life 
following her retirement, but she 
still had maintained a keen interest 
in things Andover, being particular- 
ly interested in the recent school- 
closing controversy. 

Last Tuesday night neighbors 
found her unconscious on her kit- 
chen floor in her house on Wash- 
ington avenue. She was removed to 
the Lawrence General hospital, and 
there on Friday evening she passed 
away. Her former students, and 
they were many, from the good 
scholars whom she paid special 
attention to so that they’d do well 
in higher education to the poor 
scholars whom she paid as much 
attention to because—well, because 
she was Clara Putnam—they were 
all grief-stricken. 

Monday afternoon funeral seryv- 
ices were held with Rey. Donald 
H. Savage and Rey, Newman Mat- 
thews of the West church conduct- 
ing them. Burial followed in West 
Parish cemetery.

What we wish to impress upon the minds of the citizens of 
this town is the fact that should the chain system of food sell- 
ing ever get complete control of the food industry, the indi- 
vidual attention and interest now given to the needs of the 
homemaker by the independent food man will be a thing of the 
past. 

At present, the writer of this article is spending 
one-third of his working hours in the wholesale 
markets buying food for his customers—and in many 
instances—carrying it back to his store from the 
sources of supply.

It is not an unfair estimate that 
of every twenty-five people who 
went by, one stopped to buy a 
Stamp, and no acute perception 
was needed to see that almost 
as many ice cream cones were 
consumed as there were Stamps 
sold. The reason the Treasury 
Department sells Stamps is to 
utilize the tremendous power of 
mass purchase. But, one out of 
twenty-five, or even one out of 
ten, is not mass purchasing 
power; it is mass neglect and 
the sort of thing that can lose 
the war for us or bring inflation, 
or both. We are in the very 
midst of the days when we must 
make our choice. 

The committee has no Doro- 
thy Lamour to offer, but there 
will be plenty of Stamps and 
Bonds for you to buy if for no 
other reason than to back up the 
604 boys from Andover who are 
in the Army and Navy. Certainly 
we owe them more than a march 
to the railroad station.
